A SUMatER IDYL. 

Pastoral Moyemcnt f^om Chas. Kankel’s celebrated Alpine Storm. 


This composition may be called a tone picture ot pastoral summer life. All is peace in the Alpine valley 
where the young shepherd tends his sheep. Fur the time being, however, he has left the responsibility of liis 
flock to bis faithful and well trained dogs, for bis mind is now npon the lamb of another Hook, Lisette, whose 
mother's cottage he can see in the distance. )le thinks that even now he spies her in the meadow caressing 
her pet iamb, and be takes up his oboe in the bone that some lalnt echo of her favorite love song may reach 
her ears and tell her that Jacques is thinking of her. White he is playing this melody, the distant thimdep 
of an approaching summer shower is hoard, ^ut, too much absorbed in bis music or the thoughts of her who 
is its inspiration, lie hears it not and continues to play. A louder rumble, however, recalls Am to tlie pres* 
ent realities ot life and the necessities of his fleecy charge, and changiug his tune he gives his dogs the signal 
to drive Uie flock under sheltor. Hardly is this done when tiie rain b^ms to fall anu tlie storm's precursor, 
the wind, to hiss through the mountain pines. Soon the storm breaks in all its fhry, the mountain torrents 
leap from rock to r04’.k, the trees twist their arms as if in agony and bend before the Storm King as if asking 
for mercy at his hands. Their nrayer is heard. The Storm Ring departs; Hic sun breaks through the clouds; 
a million raln*droi>s sparkle like diamonds on each tree; tlie birds t>vitter to their mates in the branches; 
the voiing shepherd signals his flocks to return to the pasturoandresumeshissongto his love in the distance, 
while the faint and fainter rumble of Uic thunder tells that the storm is now disappearing in the famesa.
